State of Maine Kennebec, ss. 


To Norman E. Waite, Constable of the Town of Vienna, 
Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required to 
notify and warn the inhabitants of said town of Vienna, qualified by 
law to vote in town affairs, to assemble at the Town House in said 
town on Monday, the third day of March next, at (10) ten o’clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following articles, to wit: 

Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 

Art. 2. .To choose a Town Clerk for the year ensuing. 


Art. 3. To hear and act upon report of Town Officers. 


Art. 4. To fix upon a compensation for the services of a Road 
Commissioner for the year ensuing. 


Art. 5. To fix upon a compensation for the Collection of Taxes 
for the year ensuing. 


Art. 6. To choose all other necessary Town Officers. 


Art. 7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
to defray administration charges for the year ensuing. 


Art. 8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
for repair of schoolhouses. 


Art. 9. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
for street lights. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
for the support of schools, High School tuition, textbooks and supplies. 


Art. 11. To see what action the Town will take in regard to keep- 
ing the winter roads open. 


Art. 12. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
for snow removal. 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
for summer work on highways and bridges, and patrol. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
for cutting bushes on the highways for the year ensuing. 


Art. 15. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
for the support of poor for the year ensuing. 


Art. 16. To see what sum the Town will raise and appropriate 
for State Aid road construction (in addition to the amount regularly 
raised for the care of ways, highways and bridges) under the provisions 
of Sections 25 and 29, Chapter 20, R. S. 1944, as amended. 


Art. 17. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
for the repair of town tractor. 


Art. 18. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
for Maintenance of Third Class roads. 


Art. 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise $10.00 for Flags 


for Soldiers’ graves. 


Art. 20. To see if the Town will vote to pay the school 
committee for their services; if so, how niuch. 


Art. 21. To see what instructions the Town will give the Assessors 
in regard to taking the inventory. 


Art. 22. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to procure a temporary loan or loans in anticipation of taxes for the 
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purpose of paying indebtedness of the Town, such notes to be paid 
during the current year out of money raised during the said current 
municipal year of taxes. 


Art. 23. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen, 
on behalf of said Town, to sell and dispose of any real estate acquired 
by the said Town for the non-payment of taxes thereon, on such terms 
as they deem advisable; and to execute quit claim deed or deeds for 
such property. 


Art. 24. To see if the Tewn will vote to appropriate and raise 
the sum of twenty-five ($25.00) dollars to be spent in cooperation with 
the Maine Publicity Bureau. 


Art. 25. To see whether or not the Town will vote to enter into 
a contract with Central Maine Power Company for a term of ten (10) 
years whereby in consideration of the furnishing of street lighting ser- 
vice to the Town during the term of said contract all as more fully set 
forth in the contract, copy of which has been presented to this meeting, 
the Town will pay for such street lighting service in accordance with 
the company’s municipal street lighting rate contract basis. 


Art. 26. To see what action the Town will take with reference 
to authorizing the Selectmen to execute and deliver the contract referred 
to in the preceeding article. 


Art, 27, To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
two hundred ($200.00) dollars to cooperate with the Maine Forest 
Service and the Federal Government in the control of the White Pine 
Blister Rust in accordance with Revised Statutes, Chapter 32. 


Art. 28. To see if the Town will vote to raise additional money 
for the Honor Roll. 
Art. 29. To see if the Town will vote to buy and appropriate 
money for a new Truck. 


Art. 30. To see if the Town will vote to close the following said 
roads in Town, to wit: 
Fred Berry place to Wilmont Stevens’. 
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Woodcock place by George Kelly farm to New Sharon line. 
Klir Beck’s to corner below John Fox place. 


Charles Davis place to New Sharon line and to Antti Anderson’s. 


Art. 31. To act upon any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting. 


The Selectmen hereby give notice that they will be in session at 
the Town House on the day of said meeting at (9) nine o’clock in the 
forenoon for the purpose of correcting the list of voters.

COMMENTS 
General 
At the close of the 1945 fiscal year, the town of Vienna appeared 
in excellent financial condition as shown by the comparative balance 


sheet, Exhibit A. 


The town treasurer, collector, constable and road commissioner 
should be bonded and their bonds recorded with the town clerk. The 
recording of the bonds, particularly that of the collector, is important 
since for example the town can recover from the sureties if the col- 
lector is not diligent in his collections. The present collector is doing 
well in making complete collections of personal and poll taxes. 


Warrants on the treasurer have to be signed by a majority of the 
board of selectmen to be legal and all members should have oppor- 
tunity to act. 


‘Cash: The receipts were examined and appear to have been 
deposited currently. The treasurer had cash to cover his obligation 
to the town. 


Taxes: Property and Poll. The tax receipts for 1945 taxes appear 
to correspond with the entries on the collector’s cash sheets. 


Excise Tax: The excise tax receipts were examined and appeared 
to be correct. The excise tax receipts were as follows: 
1945 Receipts No. 26-71 incl. $114.47 
1946 Receipts No. 1-32 and No. 34 65.89

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EQUALIZATION 


In December 1947, the Town of Vienna will not receive any 
equalization money from the State. This is because the law states 
that the school tax rate for a town must be above the average for the 
State if the town is to receive equalization; and the school tax rate 
of the several towns for school maintenance in the State is .01855. 

Our school tax rate of .01326 is arrived at by dividing our local 
school maintenance appropriation, which is $2,000.00, by the State 
_ valuation of the town, which is $150,833. ; 


REPAIRS 
The Village School interior has been completely redecorated this 
year. There also have been added three blackboards to replace old 
ones. These improvements, combined with the new flourescent lights 
installed last year, make the schoolroom a pleasant place in which the 
children can do their work. 


FINANCES 

The financial statement accompanying this report shows the total 
receipts and disbursements of the school department for the year end- 
ing February 8, 1947. The total receipts in the common school and 
high school tuition fund were $4,440.94, in the repairs account $100.00. 
The total disbursements in the common school and high school tuition 
fund were $4,346.96. The unexpended balance in the common school 
and high school tuition fund is $93.98, in the repairs account $11.55.
